Herbert Jackson, formerly of this 
eitv, was arrested at 
Zion's Chapel 
in Jefferson county, near 
Madison, 
Friday afternoon, 
after 
attending 
the funeral of his father, Sam Jack­ 
son, on an affidavit accusing him of 
issuing fraudulent cheeks. 
Young Jackson lias been a fugitive 
for several weeks, fVdlavinig 
the 
filing of charges by the Anno store 
for the passing of a worthless cheek 
for $23. Similar checks 
for 
the 
same amount were passed at 
Paul 
Phillips' clothing store and Busard s 
garage. 
Sheriff L. AT. Coons held the affi­ 
davit, awaiting Jackson’s return, hut 
he failed to put in his appearance 
when his father died. The 
sheriff 
sent the warrant for his arrest to 
the sheriff of Jefferson county, when 
he learned that the younger Ja c k ­ 
son would lie at the funeral and the 
arrest took place immediately f o l ­ 
lowing the services and burial. 
Jackson was returned to jail F ri­ 
day night bv Sheriff Coons, 
who 
went after him, and will be arraign­ 
ed on the bogus cheek charge in cir­ 
cuit court.

two eases and also a c a s e of meas­ 
les, which made a total of 5 diph­ 
theria and one measles in the entire 
county for the month.

Their inquiry, made independently of 
the grand jury, but to be used 
by 
that body next week, is expected to 
delay its report. Subjects being con­ 
sidered by the prosecutors were not 
made public. 
The grand jury was adjourned to­ 
day until Tuesday when Lloyd 
O. 
Hill, Indianapolis, attorney for D. C. 
Stephenson, is expected to he one ot 
several last-minute witnesses to 
be 
heard before the report is presented. 
Regarding the adjournment, pro­ 
secutors said today that “ although 
the grand jury will not be in session 
until Tuesday, hinder cover’ work is 
being done.” 
Submission of tlie report to Judge 
James 
A. 
Collins 
Wednesday or 
Thursday will not necessarily mean 
that the grand jury has ended 
its 
session. The 
report 
is 
expected, 
however, to embrace tin* most im­ 
portant of the results obtained and 
to include indictments against four 
persons, among them 
a high state 
official. 
Any prolongation of the session 
will be for the purpose of consider­ 
ing minor phases 
of the political 
corruption inquiry and for disposing 
of the usual routine. 
It was learned today that James 
E. McDonald, Indianapolis attorney 
on whose 
behalf 
politicians 
are 
said to have offered 
former Gov. 
Warren T. McCray $10,000 for Ale-. 
Donald’s appointment 
as 
Alarion 
county prosecutor, was one of the 
witnesses yesterday. 
He was with 
the grand jury for a short time. 
Aside from the sudden activity of 
the prosecutor’s office in its inde­ 
pendent inquiry, the work 
of the 
grand jury is about done.

Labor Day 


It is hard to write about our ma- j 
jor American holidays without 
be-j 
coming trite and repetitious. 
\ ^ 
Manv columns ol dreary 
verbiage} j 
have been written about such occas­ 
ions as July Fourth, Decoration Day, 
Washington’s Birthday and the rest. 
But no holiday has caused the out­ 
pouring of quite so much sheer tosh 
as lias Labor Day. 
This is too bad. Labor Day is one 
oi our most signiticant holidays. It 
is peculiarly an 
American iimtitu- 
t ion ; in no other country in 
the 
world co 
it takes here. 
Yet, ordinarily, its appearance is 
the signal for the loosing of 
ever 
so many platitudes and near-truisms 
about “ the dignity of labor,” and so 
on. 
We have a feeling that the ordin­ 
ary’ American worker does not give 
two cents for all “ the dignity of la ­ 
b o r ” m the world. The 
American 
w o rk er has his eyes on other things. 
For the f a d that makes our Labor 
Day and the labor to which it is ded­ 
icated, stand out as a portent and 
an omen, is the fact that American 
laboring men are not greatly 
con­ 
cerned with the old-world shibbol­ 
eth''. S u c h phrases as “ class con­ 
sciousness” have little meaning here. 
American workingmen, as a 
rule, 
are too busy looking at the 
latest

The contract, tor the new Court 


House, was let to 1*. H. McCormack 


Co., March 5th, 1896. An order 
lo r its erection was made 
by the 
Commissioners on Dee. 24, 
180a. 
The Board then consisted oi’ ( alvin 
B. Jones 
(our Cal), Alien liinch- 
man and William W. Innis. Many re­ 


m o n s t r a n c e s were"' tiled, asking’ that 
action 
be deferred, 
and 
on Jan. 
15th, 1896 the board met and after 
hearing objections, decided to over 
rule all objections and proceed with 
the order. A. \Y. Rush *x 
S o n f u r ­ 
nished the plans. L’he contract was 
for if 157,143 and A. S. St reart was 
appointed engineer and Superinten­ 
dent and is now, the only one of the 
"P rin c ip a ls ” living, who figured in 
the “ crime of ’9 6 ”. II. (A Thomp­ 
son was then county treasurer and

about the “ House that Cal built,’ 
which was a term of derision used 
during that campaign.

in honesty, integrity and f a r sighted 
business acumen. 
The Hrst jury ease tried in th^ 
new court house was State vs \\ il- 
son, 'charged 
with 
obstructing 
a 
highway, April 15, 1898. I was pros­ 
ecuting the pleas of the State and 
the late David W. McKee was a t ­ 


t o r n e y for the defense. After im­ 
paneling a jury the day before, we 
found next day that one was mis­ 
sing, nor could we learn the cause 
of his absence nor locate him, so to 
avoid (? ) a mistrial, McKee and I 
agreed to go on with eleven jurors’ 
and told Judge Myers, 
we would 
abide results each knowing a con­ 
viction would lie void—'but 
McKee 
was confident of acequittal that, we 
went on and sure enough 
W ilson 
was acquitted. It was a good joke, 
but each had agreed to stand 
by 
results and I would not “ sq u eal” as 
McKee bad promised to pay tin* fine, 
it there was a conviction. We learn­ 
ed later that the missing jury man 
heard part of the evidence and all 
of 
the argument as well 
as 
the 
charge of the court. Being a "spite 
e a s e ”, no one eared, and I least of 
all, when that 
jurym an afterw ard 
told me his views. 
Those were to me rather busy and 
exciting times. The Maine had been 
destroyed in H avana Harbor, with 
266 of our boys and I was doing 
my best to organize a company for 
duty if called. May 1, 1898, the late 
William S. Price, (then sheriff) and 
1 had been to Indianapolis and

our return learned, that war

broken out in Rush County and that

brought Jack to the jail and he told 
us w here he would find Hilling. I lien 
followed the search, with results as 
stated. Hilling died several days a f ­ 
terward from 
a fracture

skull, evidently made by a large old- 
fashioned beer faucet. Sillie Devers 
was held in jail a> a w i t n e s s , while 
nn indictment 
was

Cleary, who on Jam* 
27 
went 
to 
trial, charged with murder. 
The State was represented by El­ 
mer Roland, then prosecuting a tto r ­ 
ney and Hon. J. E. Matson. I be de­ 
fense by Cullen, Martin and Megee 
and myself.

Their inquiry, made independently of 
the grand jury, -but to be used 'by 
that body next week, is expected to 
delay its report. Subjects 'being con- 
sidered by the prosecutors were not 
made public. 
' The grand jury was adjourned to- 
day until Tuesday when Lloyd O. 
Hill, Indianapolis, attorney for D. C. 
Stephenson,. is expected to tie one of 
several last-minute 'witnesses, to be 
heard 'before the report is presented. 


Regarding the adjournment, pro- 


secutors said today that "although 
the grand jury will not be in session 
until Tuesday, 'under cover' work is 
•being done." 


Submission of the report to Judge 


James A. Collins Wednesday or 
Thursday will not necessarily mean 
that the grand jnry has ended its 
session. The report 
is expected, 


however, to embrace the most im- 
portant of the results obtained anil 
to include indictments against four 
persons, among them a high state 
official. 


Any prolongation of the session 


will he for the purpose; of consider- 
ing minor phases of the political 
corruption inquiry and for disposing 
of the usual routine.

Selecting Seed Corn 


Every farmer knows that seed 


corn will lie at 
a premium next 


spring due to the, poor prospects for 
a crop this fall. Every agency inter- 
ested in the 'welfare of agriculture 
has heeii issuing warnings, spurring 
farmers on in the (customary cam 
paign to select seed from the field so 
as lo increase the chances of ob- 
taining the strongest cars for seed. 


Now comes the U. S. department 


of agriculture with an urgent 
re- 


quest that farmers look to their seed 
corn |it once. While it is true, as 
stated by the department, that much 
of the corn in the corn belt has lit- 
tle chance to mature .before frost, 
the prospects are not as dark in 
Rush county, as a whole, as in many 
other localities. 


Regardless of this situation, far- 


mers would do well to insure 
for 


themselves a good supply of seed, 
and if they have a, surplus, they'will 
andoubtedly be aide to command a 
:'.ood price for it next spring. 


This • year's condition, together 


with the small hold-over due to poor- 
maturity of the 1925 
and 
1928 


crops, 
brings about a 
situation 


rhich may well result in a serious 
seed-corn shortage in 1928 in some 
sections if steps are not taken this 
i'all to prevent it. 


No time should be lost in arrang- 


ng to select an abundance of seed 
•orn from the present crop. There 
jre few areas in which some fields 
will not mature sufficiently to permit 
selection of good 
seed. 
Farmers 


whose crops for one reason or an- 
at.her are so late that they will not 
mature sufficiently to make 
good 


seed should arrange to select seed 
from the neid of a more fortunate 
neighbor.

House, -was let to P. IL M'eCormack 
& Co., .March 5th, ISUu'. An order 
i'or its erection was made

Commissioners on Dec. 24,

The Board then consisted of Calvin 
15. Jones 
(our Cal), Allen lliiich- 


niau and William W. Innis. Many re- 
monstrances were* tiled, asking that

be deferred,

loth, 18!)6'j the board met and after 
hearing objections, decided to over 
rule all objections and proceed with 
the order.
